ABSTRACT 
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POYNTER READERS 


The Poynter Center, through its statewide procram, provides certain resources 
to other campuses in Indiana. These include videotapes, Poynter Readers, the 
use of associate instructors to develop and teach courses about American insti- 
tutions, and visits by Poynter Fellows, distinguished representatives of the 
major American institutions under discussion. 


A Poynter Reader is a compilation of articles that relate to a particular in- 
stitution under study, e.g., law, or to several institutions that affect the 
lives of American citizens. Each reader is tailor-made to a professor's 
request (from the choice that is given him/her on our Master Articles List). 
The articles may be chosen for a particular course, by a particular professor, 
at a particular campus. ° 


'fe seek permission from the copyright holder to type an article, chapter, 
excerpt, etc. If permission is granted, we type the piece, giving appropriate 
credit at the bottom of the first typed page. We then add an abstract cf the 
piece to our Master Articles List. ‘!hen a reader request is sent to us. ‘we 
duplicate the articles needed in the necessary number of copies. The artists 
are collated in the order given by the professor. A title page is added that 
lists the professor's name, the course title and number, the school, and the 
semester in which the course is being offered. The completed reader is Velo- 
bound in a paper cover and is sold at cost (duplicating) to the students. 


Our service allows professors to assign a small book of readings at a mocest 
price and gives them flexibility to change the readings as the course neeus 
and directions change. 


Only articles on the Master Articles List can be bound into the reade.. 
The orders are processed as they arrive. Deadline for reader requests ic 
November 15. 
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
